Susan 
Buchan’'s story is strong in what 
she has left to the reader's imagina- 
tion; powerful in its restraint, and 
healing in its implications, 


INDICTS ALL 

The young miner's phrase, writ- 
ten as he lay slowly dying, indicts 
us all—“the massed pressure of hu- 
man stupidity.”

ONDON, Nov. 6.—Sir Abe Bailey, multimillionaire South 

African gold magnate, tossed the dice with Old Man 
Death the other day—and won. He had to give up a left leg 
to do it- but he won. He usually does. 

It was this way: Sir Abe, who-+- 
lives most of the time ¢n England 
nowadays, came down with phle- 
bitis, a disease in which a clot of 
blood forms in a vein. If the clot 
does not dissipate, the trouble is 
fatal, unless it is possible to op- 
erate. In Sir Abe's case it meent 
taking off a leg. As he is 73, the 
doctors and surgeons feared sur- 
gical shock, but the patient grimly 
told them to get on with it, For 


“All my life I've gambled. I've 
gambled with gold, wool, horses, 
and my life.” 

He came through the operation 
all right. As they carried hi 
a car on his way to hi 
country home to recuperate, 


“Now, apart from rheumatism 
arthritis, heart trouble and old age, 
I am perfectly well.” 

SOUTH AFRICAN GOLD 

Sir Abe is one of that flock of 
South African millionaires about 
whom very little is heard in Amer- 
ica, but like many a millionaire of 
the United States, he made his for- 
tune in gold fields. 

His father was a Yorkshireman 
who emigrated to Cape Colony 

So Abe, too, was drawn to 
South Africa and laid the founda- 
tions of his first fertune—by play- 
ing cricket! The Cape Colony 
team badly needed a player. Bail- 
ey agreed to plzy, provided they 
paid him five dollars for every 
run he made. He scored 80 times. 
His team won. The grateful folks 
not only paid him the $400 agreed 
upon, but raised $1000 extra as 8 
gift, Money was easy in those 
days in th2¢ part of the world, 


UPS AND DOWNS 

Within six months, by specula- 
tions in wool, Abe Bailey had run 
this up to $100,000. He lost most of 
it in further speculations. 

With about $500 at the age of 22 
he set off for Barberton, then in 
the midst of a wild gold rush.

BIOGRAPHER 
HITS AMERICA 
ONISOLATION 


Day of Monroe and His 
Doctrine Gone, Writer 
Declares 


BOSTON, Nov. 6.—Emil Ludwig, 
famous biographer and commenta- 
tor, told a standing-room-only 
gathering here yesterday Germans 
do not want “colonies or oilwells, | 
they want war in order to avenge 
what they consider the crime the 
world committed when it fell on 
them in 1914. 

“That is what they have been 
told,” declared the exiled German, 
“and since it comes from their 
rulers, they believe it.” 

In his opinion the United States 
held the key to the European puz- 
zle and this nation which Prime 
Minister Chamberlain of Great Bri- 
tain called “the most powerful 
country in the world” could ensure 
peace 
“ONE FALSE MOVE” 

“If your President Roosevelt 
could say to Hitler: ‘We stay here, 
but if you make one false move, | 
we come over'—there would be no | 
war,” 

But the American people were 
like an ostrich with its head in 
the sand. “President Roosevelt 
was about to throw the weight of 
America behind a world peace 
move in hig Chicago speech—but 
—he couldn't say it, because the 
great majority of the United 
States people do not understand 
the time of Monroe is over, that 
America is involved in Europe 
whether it wants to be or not.” 

With America divorced from | 
European affairs, dictators capital- 
ized on a feeling of security, the 
speaker claimed, “Germans are 
more dangerous today than they 
were before the world war because 
they want to avenge their defeat.” 


READY TO DIE 


The German people were Jed by a! 
dictator because therein lay their) 
strength, said Ludwig. “They are! 
just as ready to die for their coun-| 
try and just as well armed as they? 
were in 1914. They stand in clat-| 
tering armor before the world.” | 

The political alliance between! 
Hitler and Mussolini he called “a 
marriage’ which he likened to a 
society wedding arranged for a 
purpose but which for the same 
reason would not be lasting. “There | 
will be a divorce,” Ludwig said 
emphatically.
